Scheinflug is seething ever the lack of sponsorship for the 
young Socceroos, who last week won the Oceania Werld Youth 
Championship qualifying series in New Zealand, clinching a 
finals berth for the fourth successive time and firmly establish- 
ing Australia as a world power at youth level. 

“pm sick and tired of everyone crying about having no 
money. Someone has to get off their arse and get some bleedy 
sponsorship for this team. We've got a hell of 2 thing te market 
here. We’ve got some of the best juniors in the worid,” said 
Scheinfiug. 

The youth boss alse was seething when he arrived back from 
the New Zealand sortie with his team to find a far from warm 
welcome awaiting him at Sydney airport. 

“t couldn't believe it. Not even one journalist, not even one TV 
camera was there to. greet us. Bloody hell, what's going on here? 
Don’t peeple realise what we've got, what we've done? These 
kids are the future of the game In this country.

New Zealand coach 
Kevin Fallon said he’d 
sell his house and nine of 
his players to get him and 
Les Scheinflug compared 
him with Kenny Dalglish. 

Young Socceroo Paul Trim- 
boli is unfazed however by 
these tributes which have been 
poured upon him following his 
outstanding performances in 
the Queen’s Cup in Bangkok 
last year and the Oceania qual- 
ifying series in NZ which end- 
ed last week. 

Even the prospect of going 
te Chile later in the year to 
compete in the World Youth 
Cup finals has not distracted 
this 17-year-old Brighton lad 
from the more pressing tasks 
of settling down to his first 
year of tertiary education and 
establishing himself in the 
George Cross line-up. 

Though fiercely sought by 
other West End NSL clubs, 
most notably Brunswick Juven- 
tus, Trimboli is under no illu- 
sions as to the difficulty of 
making the grade in Australia’s 
top competition. 

“I feel my best 
chance of getting experience 
in the West End National 
League is with George Cross he 
said. “I immediately felt at 
home with the set-up there and 
I'm really looking forward to 
the new season.” 

The studious, unassuming 
Trimboli has spent the last 
year in Canberra at the Austra- 
lian Institute of Sport. 

“The set-up there is excel- 
lent and helped me a lot. I 
found the intensive, soccer- 
seven-days-a-week atmosphere 
conducive to sharpening my 
skills,” 

Trimboli only was able to re- 
turn to Melbourne twice from 
Canberra last year and claims 
that attending the institute 
helped players develop in a 
personal as well as in a sport- 
ing sense. 

“It depends on the individ- 
ual, but I found 12 months a 
good length of time to spend 
there,” he added. 

In the World Youth Cup qual- 
lfying tournament it took the 
teenager only 42 seconds to get 
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@ Paul Trimboli 
his name on the score-sheet in 
the young Socceroos first game 
against Fiji. He went on to 
score again in that game and 
net a crucial goal against New 
Zealand in the Socceroos’s last 


game. 
“I enjoyed the games thor- 
oughly — goals are hard to 
come by at that level.” 
Trimboli was disappointed 
with the crowds at the New 
Zealand tournament. Though 
the weather was fair on the 
first day it deteriorated and 
the crowds were only around 
the 200 mark even though the 
Kiwis were highly favoured to 
win their way through to Chile 
having beaten the Australian 
youth side 5-2 last year. 


As well as training and play- 
ing with George Cross this 
year, Trimboli is hoping to 
study Physical Education, 
although he currently is in lim- 
bo regarding which tertiary in- 
stitution he will attend, 

And as for the rave reviews 
Trimboli has been getting, he 
still has his feet irmly on the 
ground. 


His immediate ambition is to 
make a name for himself in the 
West End NSL. Then he'll try 
to translate his international 
success at youth level into se- 
nior Socceroo success but he’s 
wel] aware of the fact that 
there’s still a lot of hard work 
ahead of him.

“IT don't just want to go to 
Chile and play without a prop- 
er preparation, I must have at 
least monthly camps. We can't 
just sit back on our laurels be- 
cause we've reached the finals. 
It's vitally important that the 
hard work starts straight away 
and I want to see most of these 
kids playing senior soccer 
throughout this season.” 

Scheinflug also took a swipe 
at the Institute of Sport set-up. 
Like many observers, he was 
critical of the composition of 
the national youth team that 
played in the 2985 finals in the 
Soviet Union. That team, of 
course, had many institute 
players and performed 
disappointingly. 

“I've noticed that some of 
these institute boys don’t cope 
with pressure very well,” said 
Scheinfiug. 

“I looked at all the institute 
players and really, I've only 
got three of them as regulars in 


my squad — Jason Polak, John - 


Koch and Alex Cummings. But 
I'm worried about these boys. 
If they stay there they may 
miss the boat. 

“They have to really sit 
down and consider whether or 
not it’s in their interests to stay 
there, They could end up jeo- 
pardising their positions in my 
squad because throughout the 
year I'll be trying out kids who 
are playing at senior level in 
the National League and the 
State Leagues and I think that 
Polak, Koch and Cummings 
should be with top clubs and 
playing in the first team. 

“This thing about the insti- 
tute playing in the Victorian 
State League is stupid as far 
as I’m concerned. There’s not 
going to be any pressure on 
these boys by playing games 
which are really friendlies. 
After all, they’re not playing 
for points, are they?” 

The key, according to 
Scheinfiug, of Australia’s suc- 
cess in New Zealand was its 
participation late last year in 
the Queen’s Cup tournament in 
Bangkok. 

There, the young Socceroos 
confronted senior nations from 
Asia, a Danish First Division 
team and clubs from Thailand. 
Australia didn’t reach the 
semi-finals, but the tourna- 
ment enabled Scheinflug to 
make some important deci- 
sions concerning his first 
choice players. 

“The Queen’s Cup was the 
deciding factor in our success 
in New Zealand last week. 
Mark Talajic was just a fringe 
player when we went to Bang- 
kok but I wasn’t happy about 
the right back spot so I gave 
him a go. Believe me, he was 
the player of the tournament. 
He was a big, big find as far as 
I was concerned. 

“I also settled on Paul Trim- 
boli and John Anastasiadis as 
my main front runners and I 
used Abbas Saad in the middle 
of midfield where he showed 
really good leadership 
qualities.” 
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Australia’s first game in the 
New Zealand series was 
against Fiji. The young Soccer- 
oos Won 7-0. 

Trimboli gave them a flying 
Start to their campaign by scor- 
ing after just 42 seconds! 

“We were very, very ner- 
vous in that first match,” said 
Scheinflug. 

“The Fijians were a very tall 
team and you never know what 
to expect from them. They can 
come out and start trying to 
kick you off the park or they 
can decide that they want to 
try and player soccer. Actual- 
ly, that’s the mistake they 
made against us — they want- 
ed to play soccer. They played 
a very open game and really, 
we should have scored at least 
another six goals.” 

Australia's second game was 
against Israel, the side tipped 
to give the young Socceroos 
their stiffest test in the series. 
Scheinflug had his men ready 
for their greatest challenge. 

“T told the boys that this was 
D-day as far as we were con- 
cerned. I have a lot of respect 
for the Israelis and they cer- 
tainly were the team to beat.” 

Playing with rain sweeping 
down upon the Mount Smart 
Stadium in Auckland, the Aus- 
tralians took the lead in the 
58th minute with a stunning, 
25-metre drive from midfleld- 
er John Koch. 

But Israel levelled in the 
72nd minute following a mix- 
up between Australian captain 
Kurt Reynolds and goalkeeper 
Brett Hughes. Reynolds tried 
to clear the ball from inside his 
own penalty area as Hughes 
charged off his line. The ball 
skidded off Hughes’ leg and set 
up Israeli forward Moshe Izen- 
berg for a simple tap-in. The 
game ended in a 1-1] draw. 

“We could have won it. We 
controlled the game for 70 
minutes and they (the Israelis) 
only equalised because the 
slippery conditions got the best 
of Reynolds and Hughes,” said 
Scheinflug. 

Australia’s next clash was 
with Taiwan. The young Soc- 
ceroos won 5-0 in a spiteful 
encounter. 

Koch opened the scoring in 
the 5th minute. Saad added 
goals in the 25th and 32nd 
minutes before being replaced 
by Jason van Blierk, as a pre- 
cautionary measure for Saad 
was attracting plenty of atten- 
tion from the Taiwanese. 

The substitution worked like 
a charm, for van Blerk scored 
Australia’s fourth and fifth 
goals, but the game reached 
flashpoint in the 75th minute 
when Reynolds was sent off 
after tangling with an 
opponent. 

“It was a good lesson for 
Reynolds, one that I’m sure 
he'll learn a lot from. He got 
sucked in, it’s as simple as 
that,” said Scheinflug. 

Reynolds echoed his coach's 
sentiments. 

“That's the last time I'll re- 
taliate In a tackle. It was very 
disappointing for me because 
it robbed me of the chance to 
lead Australia to victory,” he 
said. 

The repentant Reynolds had 
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Runje set off for Split on December 28. 
His trial had been arranged by his uncle, Pa- 
tar Remata, who was a regular first teamer 
with Dinamo Zagreb in the 1960s. Remata 
saw Runje playing in Amsterdam last year 
with Jim Shoulder’s institute of Sport team 
and liked whatihe saw. 


Runje, who turns 18 -on February 26, fed 
the Australian team during the 1985 World 





to sweat out the toughest 90 
minutes of his life as Australia 
went into the final match 
against New Zealand knowing 
that a draw would clinch a trip 
to Chile. 

But two second-half goals in 
three minutes took the stuffing 
out of the Kiwis and the final 
scoreline of 3-0 was sweet re- 
venge indeed for the young 
Socceroos who had been beat- 
en 5-2 by New Zealand in Auck- 
land late last year. 

Apart from a 10-minute 
period during the second half, 
the young Australians always 
were in control and goalkeeper 
Brett Hughes had only one shot 
to parry in the entire 90 
minutes. 

The magic of Trimboli gave 
Australia an early lead when 
he headed home a long throw- 
in by Talajic in the 6th minute. 

Trimboli constantly ter- 
mented the Kiwi defence with 
his close control and ability to 
turn sharply and assisted by 
the speed and disposal of mid- 
fielder Polak, set up at least 
five good scoring chances. 

The game was put out of 
New Zealand's reach in the 
69th minute when Trimboli set 
up Anastasiadis, who calmly 
drew out the Kiwi custodian 
before planting the ball firmly 
in the back of the net. 

Three minutes jater, substi- 
tute Alistair Edwards, who had 
just come on for John Mar- 
koyski, completed the score- 
line with a stinging, long drive. 

“We were nervous but that 
was to be expected. The early 
break with Trimboli's goal was 
just what we needed to settle us 
down a bit,” said Scheinflug. 

George Bouhoutsos of Syd- 
ney Olympic and Hakoah's 
Hughes are Scheinflug’s top 
goalkeepers at present. 

“Bouhoutsos is a very solid 
goalkeeper. He's flexible and 
very dedicated but Hughes has 
had more NSL experience and 
that’s why he got the nod in 
New Zealand,” said Scheinflug. 

“Hughes has particularly

The next step had te be the Na- 
tional League and the friend- 
ship and respect Wade had 
developed for former Croydon 
team mate and Socceroo great 
Jimmy Rooney lured Wade to 
Green Gully, then coached by 
Rooney. 


“I had three good seasons at 
Croydon but when I wanted to 
go to Gully, Croydon stung me 
and stung me bad, It was the 
way they had worded my con- 
tract, It said something about 
me not being sold for more 
than $1,000 for the duration of 
the contract, but when the 
contract expired they slapped 
$5,000 on my head! 


“I could have battered the 
guy that signed me. It was a 
nightmare back then and I was 
going up the wall but eventual- 
ly I got away to Gully for 
$3,000.” 

Wade enjoyed rave Press re- 
views that year and won the 
‘Soccer Action’ NSL Player of 
the Year award. But all wasn’t 
well at Gully. Rooney was 
sacked mid-season and Bobby 
McLachlan brought back to the 
club he had steered to the top 
of the Victorian State League 
in the early 1980s. 

“At times I didn’t think I de- 
served some of the votes and 
the praise I was geiting in the 
Papers but having said that, 
1984 was my most consistent 
year in soccer. 

“Jimmy Rooney was sacked 
after we lost to arch rivals 
George Cross and I was 
schocked, I'm sure he only got 
the flick because it was George 
Cross that beat us. Bobby 
McLachlan took over and 
helped take us away from rele- 
gation which was a pretty good 
effort.” 

During preseason training 
for the 1985 season, Wade 
found it hard to motivate him- 
self, He felt that he wasn’t try- 
ing as hard as he should and 
hoped that a change of clubs 
would solve that problem. 

“I didn’t want to struggle 
again near the bottom of the 
league, I wanted a bit of suc- 
cess and someone told me that

Brunswick Juventus would do 
well. To be honest, I never ever 
fancied them as a club I'd like 
to play for. Their supporters al- 
ways gave us a hard time when 
I was with Croydon and I 
wasn't keen on their colors — 
black and white. 

“I absolutely hate Colling- 
wood. I hate them more than I 
hate Everton and that’s say- 
ing something for a Liverpud- 
lian. I just can’t stand 
Collingwood fans. They think 
their team’s the best but they 
haven’t won anything for 
years. There’s nothing I like 
more than seeing them reach 
the Grand Final and getting 
beat.” 

Tommy Traynor was coach- 
ing Juventus when Wade 
joined but after just three Buf- 
tato Gold Cup games, Traynor 
was sacked and replaced by 
John Margaritis. 

“Traynor’s sessions were 
magic. He had all the lads buzz- 
ing. It was a hell of a shock to 
all of us when he went. 

“But things went really well 
under Margaritis. I was one of 
four new players at the club. 
The others were Peter Lewis, 
Yakka Banovic and Micky Pe- 
tersen and there was some at- 
mosphere at the club that year, 
I can tell you. There's a guy 
that says that we fluked it that 
year but what I say is that 
there wasn't another side that 
could match our team spirit.” 

After leading Juventus to the 
1985 national championship, 
Margaritis returned to South 
Melbourne Hellas and Len 
McKendry took over at 
Juventus. 

“Td have to say that 1986 
was the most organised year 
I've had as far as knowing what 
my job was every time I went 
onto the field, We were like a 
machine. 

“It was a complete contrast 
to the previous year, but hav- 
ing playing in two champion- 
ship-winning sides (Juventus 


finished on top of the South- 
ern Division last year) I be- 
lieve that there are different 
ways of being successful. 

“A lot of what we did last 
year was good. Pressuring 
sides inside their own halves 
was really good and the way 
we attacked, by knocking balls 
into feet and supporting the 
front men, was great for me as 
a midfielder. I scored more 
goals last year than in any 
other season. 

“But we didn’t just go 
through the middle. We also 
scored goals from wide posi- 
tions. What we did had a lot of 
merit but you don’t have to do 
it all the time, every time.” 

Wade's first training session 
with South Melbourne Hellas 
involved a run around Albert 
Park lake, a run he'd like to 
forget. 

“T’ve never felt so sick in all 
my life. You think that you're 
just about finished so you put 
a bit of a spurt on then the 
path juts out again and you 
find you've still got a fair way 
to go. I was getting really 
tired and I hardly could pick 
my feet up when I tripped 
over a piece of wood, fell on 
some glass and cut my hand 
wide open. 

“But I'm over that now and 
I'm really looking forward to 
this season. On paper this is the 
best looking squad I've played 
with but that can be a com- 
pletely different story to what 
happens out on the park. But 
there are some stars in this 
side, I can tell you. Any one of 
them would push for a Vic- 
torian place for sure and prob- 
ably a national team spot too. 

“The lads at Hellas are mag- 
ic and we've been working ona 
few things. They don’t come off 
straight away but that’s to be 
expected but I keep seeing 
little things happening that 
give me a lot of heart and I 
think that we can do things this 
year. 


“I'll have to maintain the 
principles of closing down but 
if I go in and my opponent gets 
past me and there's no one 
there to back me up I won't let 
it get to me. I think that’s what 
got to a few Hellas players last 
year and that’s probably why 
the side didn’t do too well.” 

Wade now is an important 
part of the nationa) team. His 
running, tackling and his abili- 
ty to get into opposition penalty 
areas where his renowned 
heading power can cause hav- 
oc have endeared him to 
Frank Arok and assistant Ed- 
die Thomson. 

“To be honest, I always had 
ambitions about playing for 
Australia but I’ve never shot 
my mouth off about that. I 
played in the national B team 
against China in 1985 but you 
have to start somewhere and I 
just held out a bit of hope that 
one day I'd get into the main 
side, 

“You need luck to get there 
and my luck was that a few 
older players dropped out of 
the side and that we had te 
build a new team. That's when 
I got my chance.” 

Arok flelded his best line-up 
against China last year in the 
Ampol Cup clash which the 
Socceroos won 2-0 with goals 
from Chris Kalantzis and 
Graeme Arnold. Wade was in 
midfield and had a fine game. 

“The China trip was my first 
big tour. I thought that it might 
be a bit of a holiday but boy, 
was it hard work! There's a fair 
bit of pressure on you, not so 
much physically, but mentally, 
and you have to always push 

yourself that bit more, not just 
in matches but at training ses- 
sions too. 

“One of the keys to our suc- 
cess is that everyone is pre- 
pared to work hard for each 
other. I think that’s going to 
be very important to the na- 
tional team as we try and get 
to Seoul for the Olympics.”

The European commu- 
nity’s executive commis- 
sion said last week it will 
press Community soccer 
federations to relax rules 
discriminating against 
the hiring of professional 
footballers from else- 
where in the 12-nation 
group. 

Manuel Marin, the Commu- 
nity’s Labor and Social Affairs 
Commissioner, told reporters 
the Commission would bring 
legal proceedings against the 
federations after six months if 
talks failed. 

Marin said he was opening 
talks with the Union of Euro- 
pean Football Federations 
(EUFA) and national federa- 
tions based on a 1976 Euro- 
pean Court ruling that football 
clubs violated Comunity rules 
by limiting the number of play- 
ers from other community 
states. 

Professional football clubs 
in most Community states limit 
the number of foreigners in 
each team to two. 

Luxembourg, Ireland and 
Belgium have no limit but Bel- 
gium limits to three the num- 
ber of foreign players allowed 
on the field at any one time. 

Football officials said the 
Commission's intervention 
would not be welcomed by 
some football clubs. If there 
are no limits on the number of 
foreign players, wealthier 
teams would be able to buy the 
best players from around the 
world, giving then an unfair ad- 
vantage, they said. 

Marin said the Commission 
would also have to take into 
account the emotionally- 
charged aspect of such a 
change since football fans In 
different countries might ob- 
ject to seeing local teams made 
up of an increasing number of 
foreigners. 

A spokesman for UEFA in 
Berne said the federation con- 
sidered the matter an issue for 
national federations to resolve 
since it concerned only a mi- 
nority of its 34 member states.

It also angered Liverpool's 
player-manager Kenny Dalg- 
lish, who said Luton should 
have been expelled from the 
competition because it did not 
show up for the original tie at 
Liverpool’s home ground 
three weeks ago because of 
bad weather, 

Scotsman Dalglish, one of 
the most popular figures in 
world soccer previously has 
said all plastic pitches should 
be ripped up. 


Traditionalists believe the 
artificial surface changes the 
nature of the game and makes 
players more prone to injury. 


But the four English clubs 
which have them — Luton 
Town, Queens Park Rangers, 
Oldham and Preston — swear 
by them, and point to refine- 
ments which are getting the 
behaviour of artificial sur- 
faces closer to the real thing. 


Their success on the field 
and through the turnstiles has 
helped persuade 16 other 
clubs to apply for similar 
surfaces, 


The plastic pitches have 
been a lifesafer for struggling 
clubs, virtually doubling their 
average home gates and en- 
suring games are not lost to 
bad weather. 


They also have a decided 
advantage when they play 
home matches against teams 
which are unfamiliar with the 
surface. 


Feelings are running so 
high that there has been talk 
of a split into separate grass 
and plastic leagues.
